WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
RANKLIN DELANO

Lloyd C. Stark, other Capitol offi- 
cials and residents of Jefferson 
City had become accustomed to a 
Governor who never was seen on 
the streets of Jefferson City ex- 
cept in the official. car. and who 
seldom, if ever, was seen in the 
Capitol corridors or in any office 
outside the executive suite. He was 
driven the two blocks from the 
executive mansion to the Capitol, 
the auto going through the base- 
ment to an elevator leading direct- 
ly to his office. 
Gov. Donnell has begun the prac- 
tice of walking to his office.

Will Employ 650 to 725 


Persons—C ontract 
Awarded to McQuay- 
Norris Company. 


The McQuay-Norris Manufactur- 
ing Co. was awarded a contract by 
the War Department today to man- 
age construction of a $4,461,000 
plant at Gvodfellow and Bircher 
boulevards for the manufacture of 
small arms ammunition ‘parts and 
to operate the plant upon its com- 
pletion. 

The plant will be operated on a 
cost plus fixed fee basis and the 
Government will retain title to the 
plant and its facilities. 
Construction of the plant, which 
will adjoin that of the small arms 
ammunition plant of the Western 
Cartridge Co., will be begun imme- 
diately, Arthur G. Drefs, vice-pres- 
ident and treasurer of McQuay-Nor- 
ris, told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
About 650 or 725 employes would be 
required for operation, he said, 80 
or 90 per cent of them men. 
Production is scheduled to begin 
in June or July and reach its peak 
by the end of the year. The plant 
will specialize in the manufacture 
of armor-piercing cores for small 
arms ammunition, producing cores 
for the small arms plants here, at 
Lake City, Mo., and at Denver, 
Colo, 

Plant equipment, it was estimat- 
ed, will account for $2,961,000 of the 
cost of the project. Collateral con- 
tracts for construction of the plant 
and for architectural and engineer- 
ing services will be announced 
later by the War Department. 
The McQuay-Norris Co. which 
manufactures piston rings in its 
plant at 2320 Marconi avenue, has 
established a new division known 
as the McQuay-Norris Manufactur- 
ing Co.’s Ordnance Division to op- 
erate the plant.

Smith, surprised, did not have a 
ready answer, but recovering, said: 

“No, Governor, I shall be only too 
glad to call on you whenever you 
desire. You will be having matters 
come up that demand your imme- 
diate attention, telephone calls, etc., 
and it would be better for me to call 
on you.”

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP).— 
The Senate, nearing the close of 
general debate on the administra- 
tion’s “lease-lend” bill to aid Brit- 
ain, heard Senator Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, assail Great Britain 
today as “the greatest aggressor in 
all-modern history.” 

Nye took the floor for his third 
speech in opposition to'the measure 


after he had told reporters that op- 
ponents of the bill would be willing 
to begin consideration of commit- 
tee amendments to the measure to- 
morrow. 
This would mark the close of gen- 
eral debate, but Nye said it was un- 
likely that a final vote could be 
reached on the measure before the 
middle of next week. 
Nye plunged into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of what he described as 
British “aggressions” down through 
the centuries after Senator Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, opposing the bill 
in its present form, had told the 
Senate that if the United States put 
its fleet into the “Atlantic breach” 
for Britain “Hitler may goad Japan 
into attacking us.” 
Schwartz Criticises Delay. 

Previously, Senator Schwartz 
(Dem.), Wyoming, a supporter of 
the measure, had chided the Senate 
for its delay in passing the bill and 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New: York, 
had said in a statement that if

Incendiary. Assault on Port 
One of Fiercest of War} 
—Flames Leave Trail of 

Destruction Across City. 


CARDIFF, Wales, March 4 (AP). 
—This southwestern British port 
was the target for hours last night 
of a hail of incendiary bombs in 
what officials described as one of 
ithe greatest fire raids of the war. 

Great fires were raging at the 
height of the attack, but all were 
under control this morning. Smok- 
ing ruins marked a trail of de- 
struction across the city. 

During the night, the American 
Red Cross sent ambulance units 
from London, 160 miles away. 

, The number of casualties could 
not. be determined immediately. 

With fires lighting the city, Ger- 
man bombers followed up with high 
explosive bombs. 

Cardiff's Chief Constable, James) 
Wilson, said, “It was a real pyro- 
technic display. I doubt if any 
town has had more incendiary 
bombs showered upon it in any 
one raid.” 

In one hospital where surgeons 
were working over bomb casualties, 
one of the operating theaters was 
struck, but no casualties resulted.

FRIEND OF HUSBAND 
ADMITSKILLNG OMAN 


Tells of Attacks 
on 15 Women—Got 
Addresses of Motorists, 


NEW YORK, March 4 (AP).—A 
23-year-old youth who built up an 
assault-robbery victim list through 
hitchhiking on highways in the 
East was accused by Bronx au- 
thorities today of the strangulation 
killing last month of Mrs. Cath- 
erine Pappas, Bronx housewife, and 
assault on at least 15 women in 
other Eastern seaboard cities. 
Bronx District Attorney Samuel 
J. Foley announced that the pris- 
oner, George Joseph Cvek, of Har- 
risburg, Pa., had admitted after all- 
night questioning not only the Pap- 
pas killing but robberies and at- 
tacks involving women in Phila- 
delphia, Newark, Washington and 
other cities. 

The prisoner, who had used 12 

different names, was identified by 
Bronx police also as the “aspirin 
bandit,” so-called because in several 
instances he asked for aspirin from 
his victim before proceeding with 
his plan of robbery. 
In almost every case, Foley said, 
Cvek gained entrance to homes 
while women were alone by feign- 
ing friendship with their husbands, 
utilizing information he picked up 
while hitch-hiking. While there 
was no assault in the Pappas casa, 
Foley said the usual routine was 
assault and then robbery. 

Foley gave this description of 
the man’s activities: 

In hitch-hiking through the East, 
usually on VU. 8. Highway No, 1, 
Cvek often would borrow a small 
amount of money and obtain his 
benefactor’s home address by in- 
sisting on repaying the loan at a 
personal visit. 

A few days later, Cvek would 
choose a time when the husband 
was not likely to be at home, gain 
admittance by claiming friendship 
with the husband, 

In almost all cases, Cvek grasped 
his victims around the throat to 
prevent any outcry and then bound 
and gagged them. 

In the Pappas case, Foley said, 
Cvek told him that after he bound 
and gagged Mrs. Pappas and car- 
ried her into the bedroom, he 
found she had stopped breathing. 
He fled after ransacking the apart- 
ment. 

Foley said in none of the other 
cases brought to light had there 
been a fatality. 

Cvek said he had been arrested 
seven times. 

“I did six months for car theft. 
I did 22 months in the reformatory 
for violation of parole, I did 11% 
months in the Philadelphia pro- 
tectory for truancy and I did an- 
other six months there for ‘tru- 
ancy.” 

He was taken later to the Bronx 
for arraignment on a murder 
charge.

McClain related that after leav- 
ing a tavern at 1 o’clock on the 
morning of last March 28 he and 
his companions, Claude Holt and 
Alvin Moody, talked about getting 
money so they could buy something 
to eat. McClain said he and Holt 
were bareheaded, but Moody wore 
acap. Holt and Moody had testi- 
fied a cap found near Bouckaert’s 
body.was owned by Moody, but had 
been borrowed from him by Mc- 
Clain, 

McClain testified they walked 
south in Broadway and saw cus- 
tomers leaving a tavern at 2856 
Broad . Aman and woman who 
left the tavern entered an alley 
nearby. McClain d Moody and 
Holt whispered, then crossed the 
street. McClain related he con- 
tinued walking south on the west 
side of the street, saw Holt walking 
in the same direction on the east 
side of the street, but then noticed 
Moody had disappeared. Later he 
said he saw Moody rejoin Holt. 

McClain denied ever owning a 
‘knife or ever cutting anyone with 
a knife. In his written statement 
to police admitting the killing, Mc- 
Clain said, “I swiped at him after 
he hit me in the mouth when I 
told him it was a stickup.” 
Regarding his confession, Mc- 
Clain testified he was treated 
“swell” by the St. Louis detective 
who brought him back from Cali- 
fornia. He said after a lunch and 
two drinks with the detective at 
Denver, he was persuaded to con- 
fess. The detective suggested he 
tell his story, plead guilty and pos- 
sibly get off with a light sentence, 
McClain said. But the story and 
the written confession’ Were false, 
McClain testified. Police officers 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney 
James W. Connor testified the con- 
fession was made voluntarily. 

On cross-examination McClain 
said the detectives who had urged 
him to make the statement. told 
him “just to say yes or no in an- 
swer to questions.” The defend- 
ant, however, said he could not re- 
call why there were so few yes 
and no answers in the statement, 
compared with the number of times 
he responded to questions with de- 
tailed answers. 

Asked by Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Clyde H. Snider why he 
went to California after the Bouck- 
aert killing, McClain said he was 
out of work and had been informed 
by his sister, who lived in Califor- 
nia, that he could get a job on a 
ranch there. Snider brought out 
that although. McClain learned of 
the job early in February, he did 
not leave St. Louis until April 10, 
or 13 days after the killing. 

McClain, 30 years old, is the 
father of two children, 6 and 11 
years old. ._Bouckaert, owner of a 
grocery and meat market, was 65 
years old and lived at 2821 South 
Third street.

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TOFILLIN QUARRY 


Asks for Legal Ruling on 
Possibility of Putting 
Dirt From Arms Plant 
Into It. 


Mayor Dickmann began an in- 
quiry today to determine whether 
it would be feasible for the city to 
fill in the quarry at Ashland and 
Euclid avenues in which three boys 
drowned Saturday. 

The Mayor requested City Coun- 
sellor Edgar H. Wayman to ascer- 


tain the legal possibility of the city 
filling in the quarry with earth 
from excavation work for the small 
arms ammunition plant at Bircher 
and Goodfellow boulevards. 


Ownership of the property is in 
dispute. The city purchased tax 
certificates amounting to $1288 
against it in 1936 and 1937, but 
failed to obtain title because of a 
State Supreme Court ruling that all 
back State, city and school taxes 
must be paid in full. Back taxes 
amount to $17,739 and the assessed 
value is only $15,270. The city is 
waiting a ruling on a rehearing 
of the tax matter in the Supreme 
Court. 

To Consult Contractor. 

The Mayor said he would consult 
also with representatives of the 
Fruco Contracting Co., excavators 
at the ammunition plant, to déter- 
mine whether arrangements could 
be made to haul dirt two miles from 
the plant to the quarry. The com- 
pany has been given permission to 
dump 200,000 cubic yards of earth 
on low places in Penrose Park and 
along Bircher boulevard. It was 
estimated 2,000,000 additional subic 
yards would be available at the 
plant site. 


Frank. J. McDevitt, director of 
streets and sewers, reported today 
an inspection of the quarry showed 
that it would require $7500 to build 
a strong wooden protecting fence 
with proper supports. He said he 
did not think drainage would be 
practical because of the presence 
of springs. 

McDevitt’s estimate of the cost 
of a fence was referred to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, which took it under consid- 
eration pending Wayman’s opinion 
as to what the city could do to 
remove the quarry’s hazards. 


Civic Group Asks Action, 


A demand that immediate action 
be taken to end the “ever-present 
menace” of the quarry will be 
placed before the next meeting of 


mittee representing the Marcus 
Avenue Improvement Association. 


Members of the organization’s 
board of directors decided to send 
a delegation to City Hall after 
hearing a plea by Euris J. Jack- 
son, principal of the Cote Brilliante 
School, which the three victims 
attended, that steps be taken at 
once to assure protection for the 
neighborhood’s other boys and 
girls.

Plans for the appointment of a 
civilian‘ protective committee to 
prepare for the defensé of St. 
Louis should the city be attacked 
during a war, were announced yes- 
terday by Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann. The committee’s work will 
be similar to that of the civil de- 
fense units now operating in Eng- 
land and Canada. ~ 
Personnel of the committee has 
not been completed, the Mayor said. 
He declared. it will be non-political 
and non-military in ‘makeup and 
will consist of 29 persons, one from 
each city ward and a chairman. 
Dickmann said he believed the 
committee would be the first in 
the country organized solely for 
war-time defense. Its principal du- 
ties would be to assist the police 
and fire departments in civilian 
protection and rescue work. 

“I do not want to frighten any 
citizen,” he said, “but it is best we 
be prepared for any eventuality. We 
all know what happefied in Eng- 
land.” 

The Mayor disclosed his plans 
for the committee in response to a 
question by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er asking if the city administration 
had considered a war defense or- 
ganization of civilians, as urged by 
Col. Harrington W. Cochran, pro- 


fessor of military science and tac- 
tics at Washington University, in 
an address before the Purchasing 
Agents’ Association last November. 

Sub-committees will be named to 
assist in evacuating civilians, con- 
structing bomb shelters, fighting 
fires, rescuing raid victims and in 
igeneral police work should St. Louis 
be attacked. Groups also will be 
named. to give assistance in the 
maintenance of hospitals, airports, 
utility and sewer services. 

Dickmann said he has had in- 
formal discussions with Col. Clif- 
ford W. Gaylord, commander of 
the First Regiment, Missouri Mili- 
tary Reserve Force, concerning the 
co-ordination of civilian and mili- 
tary defense work. . | 

An appropriation of $75,000 has 
been made for the purchase of 
seven new 1000-gallon-per-minute 
pumpers for the Fire Department, 
which will be a part of the city 
defense equipment, the Mayor de- 
clared. Two 100-foot aerial ladders 
also were purchased recently for 
the Fire Department. 

The Fire Department already has 
completed a survey to determine 
the most effective methods of 
combating fire at St. Louis indus- 
tries where defense products are 
manufactured, Dickmann said.

WPA TO DROP 584,000 
FROM ITS ROLLS BY JUNE 


Officials Say Drastic Cut Is Neces- 
sary to Keep Within $375,000,-

persons would be stricken from 
WPA employment rolls by June.

SHOKE ORDMANG 


Enforcement of One Pro- 
vision to Be Delayed 
Until Present Fuel Sup- 
plies Are Utilized. 


The city of Ferguson adopted the 
uniform smoke ordinance recently 
drafted by the Metropolitan Smoke 
Elimination Committee, at a meet- 
ing of its Board of Aldermen last 
night. This ordinance was recom- 
mended to St. Louis County muni- 
cipalities in a resolution passed: by 
the County League of Municipali- 
ties, 

Fred B. Jeske, Mayor of Fergu- 
son, said that a provision requir- 
ing installation of mechanical 
equipment capable - of burning 
smokelessly all solid fuel contain- 
ing im excess of 23 per cent of 
volatile matter would become ef- 
fective at once, 

Enforcement of another provis- 
ion, requiring that fuel for hand 
firing must contain not more than 
23 per cent of volatile matter, has 
been deferred until July 1, he said, 
in order to enable residents to uti- 
lize present fuel supplies and lo- 
cal dealers to dispose of stocks on 
hand. 

Eight of the 10 members of the 
Board of Aldermen attended the 
meeting and voted unanimously to 
adopt the ordinance, which is sim- 
ilar to the St. Louis measure. The 
Aldermen had tentaively drafted 
a smoke ordinance for Ferguson 
six weeks ago but changed it to 
conform to the uniform ordinance. 

The .uniform ordinance was 
drafted along lines recommended 
after a study by smoke commis- 
sioners of Ladue, Maplewood, Uni- 
Richmond Heights, 
Clayton and Webster Groves. Clay- 
ton, Richmond Heights and Ladue 
already have ordinances similar to 
that of St. Louis. 

Several towns, including Glen- 
dale and Shrewsbury, have been 
considering bills calling for more 
drastic smoke regulation but have 
deferred action pending drafting 
of the uniform. ordinance. The 
Glendale Board of Aldermen is 
scheduled to consider it March 12. 

The Metropolitan Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee will meet tonight 
at 8 o’clock at the City Hall of 
University City to distribute copies 
of the ordinance to representatives 
of about 37 cities and towns in the 
county. James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the Metropolitan Commit- 
tee and also of the St. Louis Smoke 
Elimination Committee, will dis- 
cuss the machinery of its adoption

Nero’s little effort was a small 
bonfire compared to what is going 
on in the world today.’”. 
Schwartz declared that the great 
majority of the people trust the 
President and ignore the “spleeny 
malice” of oppositionists who con- 
tend that he is seeking to involve 
the country in war. ' 

Saying that American aid may 
insure a British victory, he added 
that Britain’s fight was contribut- 
ing to America’s benefit because 
it gives time to complete this na- 
tion’s defense program. 

Schwartz argued that this coun- 
try would be “base” to urge Brit- 
ain to propose a negotiated peace 
now. : 
“Hitler has said,” he added, “that 
he will never sit at another confer- 
ence table unless he has a gun 
with him. When peace comes I 
hope Hitler will not be at the con- 
ference table; that he will not 
have a gun, I trust that a liberated 
German people will sit in at that 
conference.” — 

Hitler, Schwartz declared, was 
“the German paranoic” who should 
be “shackled and rendered harm- 
less in the future.” : 
Wagner Urges Bill’s Passage. 
Senator Wagner appealed for en- 
actment of the bill because, he de- 
clared, an Axis triumph would im- 
peril the Western Hemisphere and 
the United States. 

“If the Axis Powers win abroad,” 
he asserted, “they will have won 
a partial victory over us as well, 
because imperative military neces- 
sities would make such a vast 
drain upon our resources and man- 
power as to undermine our econo- 
my, our standard of life and pos- 
sibly our form of government.” 
Wagner called the program the 
people’s “last best hope,” short of 
war, to safeguard their peace and 
security. . . . Its passage is vital 
to the defense of the United 
States.” ' 

In a statement issued through 
his office he visualized the reguits 
of a British defeat. 

He saw the United States threat- 
ened by victorious Axis Powers 
along both her Atlantic and Pacific 
frontiers. He saw Nazi penetra-

New Edition of Jane’s “Fighting Ships” Esti-| 
mates 41 Capital Vessels Are Under 
Construction Throughout World. 


LONDON, March 4 (AP).—Evi- 
dencing the great Powers’ mighty 
naval expansion, the 1941 edition of 
Jane's “Fi Ships” estimates 
no fewer than 40 capital ships are 
under construction, or on order, 
throughout the world. 

The new edition of the handbook 
on the world’s navies will appear 
tomorrow. 

It points out that lack of official 
information continues to make esti- 
mates of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy difficult, but says Japan ap- 
peared to have launched at least 
three battleships of more than 40,- 
000 tons each and an equal number 
of pocket battleships in 1939-40, Ja- 
pan was believed also to have 
launched several cruisers, and a 
number of destroyers, submarines 
and light minelayers. 

Jane’s says unconfirmed reports 
suggested that German capital ships 
under construction might include 


the Friederich der Grosse and the 
Hindenburg. It asserts that reports 
the 35,000-ton battleships Bismarck 
and Tirpitz were in full commission 
must be treated with caution, 

(The Bismarck was launched Jan. 
14, 1939,‘and the Tirpitz, April 1, 
1939. A Berlin dispatch of Nov. 20, 
1940, said neutral observers in the 
German capital believed both might 
have been commissioned last June.) 

A special “war loss” section, ‘in- 
cluded for the first time since 1919. 
is prefaced by four aerial photo- 
graphs of damage to Italian fleet 
units caused by the British raid on 
Taranto, Nov. 11.

Excluding the damage at Taran- 
to, Italy lost a cruiser, seven de- 
stroyers and at least 11 submarines, 
the handbook adds. 

It says German’s fleét was re- 
duced by the loss of the pocket bat- 
tleship Admiral Graf Spee, four 
cruisers and 13 destroyers, and that 
it was thought few cf the 70 subma- 
rines Germany had at the beginning 
of the war still were in service. 

How many submarines the Ger- 
mans laid down was impossible to 


guess, Jane’s says, expressing be- 


lief that a figure of 300 was by no 
means unreasonable, 

Aside from Japan’s new pocket 
battleships, all the world’s new cap- 
ital ship construction is of vessels 
of at least 35,000 tons displacement, 
and there are 20 or more of 40,000 
tons or more, including four Brit- 
ish ships of the Lion class. The 
first two of the latter class are to 
be completed in 1943. 

Altogether, Jane’s says, the Unit- 
ed States has 17 battleships build- 
ing, or on order. It suggests some 
of these may have the great dis- 
placement of 52,000 tons. —

Previously, 
another Lauf bill to the same effect had been ap- 
proved by a vote of 91 to 9. 

The people vote for the plan, the legislators vote 
against it. 

A few years ago, the people adopted a constitution- 
al amendment to create a Conservation Commission 
and thus to remove the management of wildlife from 
partisan politics, The vote was 879,213 for, 361,962 
against. 

Ever since then, certain, legislators, in defiance 
of this great popular mandate, have attempted to 
nullify the people’s will. As one example, Representa- 
tive Fred Spearman of Miller County, joined by 22 
House members, has introduced a resolution to abol- 
ish the Conservation Commission. This is only one 
of the many attacks, both frontal and flank, to sabo- 
tage a reform voted by the people. 

It has become necessary for the Conservation Com- 
mission and its supporters to remain constantly on 
guard against this sabotage, which otherwise might 
very well succeed. 

In the Constitution of Missouri is a mandate from 
the people to the Legislature to redistrict the State 
after every census. But the legislators, in violation 
of their oaths of office, have refused since 1901—40 
long years—to redistrict the State. 

Meanwhile, the population has grown and shifted 
and glaring inequalities of representation exist. For 
example, the 78,705 people of Jasper County have as 
many State Representatives as has St. Louis County, 
with its 274,230 inhabitants. These inequalities 
nullify the basic principle of representative govern- 
ment, but the Legislature won’t act. And our fore- 
fathers fought the Revolutionary War with the slo- 
gan, “Taxation without representation is tyranny!” 
In the gubernatorial election of last November, 
Forrest C. Donnell was elected by 3613 votes, but the 
Legislature defied the people and defied the Consti- 
tution and kept the Governor out of his seat for more 
than six weeks until the Supreme Court put a stop to 
this anarchy. All this time, the Constitution and the 
laws provided a proper remedy to resolve any doubt 
as to the winner of a close election. 

In St. Louis some years ago, the people voted 
145,127 to 78,192 for the election of Aldermen by 
wards. 

Yet the Board of Aldermen has consistently failed 
and refused to accept the people’s mandate. A com- 
mittee failed to report out a bill to this end in time 
to give the people a chance to vote on it at the com- 
ing city election. It is still being held, and appar- 
ently will die when the session ends early next month. 
In all these things, Missouri and St. Louis law- 
makers have been openly contemptuous of the peo- 
ple’s will, as expressed in actual voting. 

In many other respects, including such a funda- 
mental need as secrecy of the ballot, our lawmakers 
have failed and refused to heed public opinion.

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SENATOR NORRIS’ VIEWS. . 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, though he thinks the 
present language of the lease-lend bill cannot be 
interpreted as authorizing the sending of troops to 
help Britain or any other country? says he is in- 
clined to favor the Ellender amendment. This amend- 
ment would put Congress on record against the use 
of American troops outside the Western Hemisphere. 
Norris believes an amendment of this kind would 
allay the fears of “a great many people that this 
is a ‘war’ bill. We don’t want to send our boys 
across the ocean, and I don’t think it would hurt 
us to say 80 in this bill.” The Senator’s views are 
of particular interest because he is one of the six 
members of the upper chamber who voted against 
American entry into. the first World War in 1917. 
Often referred to as the Grand Old Man of the 
Senate, Norris, now in his eightieth year, suf- 
fered at that time the usual fate of men who resist 
the will of the majority at a-time of high feeling. 
He was cursed and contemned, hissed and derided, 
but as time went on and hysteria was succeeded by 
cool reasoning, he emerged from the ordeal with 
greater prestige than ever. 
Throughout his public life, in which he has per- 
formed great services to the nation, there has never 
arisen a doubt as to Norris’ intellectual honesty. 
We reprint today an interview with Norris by Inez 
Robb, and the statements therein may be accepted 
as those of a man who is completely disinterested, 
sincere and patriotic.

The non-partisan court law was the only 
proposal to carry in the November election. 
Now the House of Representatives would 
resubmit it to the misguided voters.

The court law does not deny the people the 
right to vote on their Judges. The original 
selection is made by the Governor, who is 
limited in his power by strong safeguards. 
But after the riginal appointments, a Judge 
must run for re-election on his record. He 
can be retained or defeated by popular vote. 
The people have no kick on such a system, 
as they demonstrated in the last election. 
The only men to be injured are the politi- 
cians who want to use their organized power. 

As for the democratic system of govern- 
ment, it has consistently recognized the dif- 
ference between Judges and other officials. 
Federal Judges have always been appointed 
—and without the safeguards of the referen- 
dum in the Missouri law. 

Party responsibility for lawmaking is the 
reason for the partisan system of electing 
Congressmen or legislators; but the judicial 
function has never been considered partisan 
in America. When the Legislature undertook 
the judicial] function of a contest, the Re- 
publicans were properly indignant to see it 
turned into a partisan issue. 

The Missouri law may turn out to be much 
better than the appointive system for Fed- 
eral Judges. But even with all its defects, 
we will put the results of the Federal sys- 
tem up against political state courts any day 
in the week. 

Whatever the good intentions of some of 
the members, the House of Representatives 
is showing anything but reepect for the voters 
who adopted a very promising court reform 
law. And every man who goes along with it 
is supporting the machine-courthouse ring 
politicians in their bid for power over the 
courts. 


If, in spite of Mr. Barton’s Republican affiliation, 
this committee is appointed, these are a few things 
to which we would like to call its attention: 

It is well and good to look into the fundamental 
causes of unemployment, but it is safe enough to say 
that the Legislature could here add little to what-is 
already known, and could do even less to correct the 
underlying dislocations. They run far beyond State 
lines. 

What needs immediate investigation and immediate 
correction is the fact that Missourians on direct re- 
lief have been forced, according to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, to get along on an average of $13.50 per 
family per month, Also, the fact that the Social Se- 
curity budget now before the Legislature holds no 
promise of remedying this. Every day of delay here 
—and there have been so many!—means very real 
hardship. 

The committee members would also do well to in- 
quire why the Social Security Administrator is so 
willing now to ask as much for old-age pensioners as 
was granted him for all relief purposes in the last 
biennium, while asking less for direct relief than was 
appropriated during the last two years. 

As for finding out how churches and private agen- 
cies might-again become the public almoners, or how 
the responsibility for relief might again be returned 
to local communities, they should be warned that 
this is an outmoded political football game. 

This question was settled during the final period 
of the Hoover administration. The answer arrived at 
then will remain the answer until this land of ours 
comes into such halcyon days that the Big Brothers 
or the lodge’s welfare committee can end the year 
with a surplus. The flow of milk and honey is stil) 
dammed up beyond any early hope of substituting 
private largess for organized relief, 

Certainly, the committee should look at every fork 
in the road for the way to that earthly paradise, but 
meanwhile the Legislature, committee or no commit- 
tee, has a pressing responsibility,

“It is not only the duty but the 
responsibility of American lawyers 
to take the lead in recapturing 
that part of the legislative and ju- 
dicial power which has been 
thoughtlessly transferred as statu- 
tory additions to the constitutional 
executive prerogatives,” McGuire 
declared. 
The Logan-Walter bill, which 
was vetoed by President Roose- 
velt, was an effort at such a re- 
capture, he said. McGuire was one 
of the authors of the Logan-Walter 
bill, intended to provide uniform 
standards of procedure by Federal 
administrative agencies and _ to 
broaden the basis for appeals to 
courts, particularly in court review 
of facts as well as questions of law. 
Committee’s View. 
McGuire said the Attorney Gen-

of both the majority and minority 
reports of the Attorney General’s 
committee. | | 
“If public questions cease to be 
determined on their merits by a 
disinterested tribunal, entirely free 
from the executive prerogative, and 
if they are to be determined on 
the basis of power exercised in 
public life,” he said, “then we are 
opening the doors to the politicians 
and fixers and to ‘influence,’ the 
like of which never was known in 
this country. 
“The fact of the matter is that 
Uncle Sam, either directly or in- 
directly, sits at every fireside in 
the United States, even in the log 
cabins of our people in the Ozarks. 
Crucial Question. 
“The crucial question is not 
whether a certain power shall be 
exercised by the Federal Govern- 
ment or by the State governments, 
but whether in the exercise of that 
power the public officials shall be 
controlled by law, which can be 
enforced in the courts, or whether 
they shall operate in their uncon- 
trolled discretion, adhering to the 
law and the facts when it suits 
their purpose and wholly ignoring 
one or both when that suits their 
purpose. 
“The question “is not one between 
Democrats and Republicans, cap- 
ital and labor or conservatives and 
liberals. It has been steadily grow- 
ing more acute for many years and 
bids fair to engulf us all in an 
absolute government. 
“Let no man tell you that the 
attempt to recapture for the courts 
and the Congress the ultimate au- 
thority over the executive preroga- 
tive of legislating and judging is 
reactionary, for the truth is that 
it took thousands of years for the 
people to tie down executive pre- 
rogative to the powers contained in 
our Constitution. The executive 
prerogatives of Hitler, Stalin and 
Mussolini are absolute, as absolute 
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as were the executive prerogatives 
of the Pharaohs.” 


Resolution on Court Law. 

The association’s resolution con- 
demning the attempt to set aside 
the court law described the effort 
as “an egregious insult to the in- 
telligence of the voters” and “a 
covert attempt to subject judges 
of the affected courts to political 
influence of proponents of the ef- 
fort and to destroy the freedom of 
action and independence secured 
to those judges” by adoption of the

It stated also that the associa- 
tion was “ashamed of those of its 
own members who, as members of 
the Legislature, have so disregard- 
ed the desire of their constituents 
as not to oppose” the legislative 
move to wreck the non-partisan 
amendment. 

The resolution said that Howard 
Elliott, a member of the associa- 
tion and Republican floor leader 
in the House, voted to perfect the 
legislative resolution looking to re- 
peal of the court law. Lon Hock- 
er Jr., who introduced the Bar 
Association resolution, told the 
meeting that two other members 
of the association in the Legisla- 
ture, Representatives John  T.

In Germany if there were a 
man bold enough to criticise Hitler, 
that man would be chucked into a 
concentration camp; he might even 
have his head chopped off. 


“Things have not quite reached 
that pass in St. Louis; it is not 
yet a criminal offense to criticise 
Mr. Dickmann. But the letters 
and the phone calis I have just re- 
ceived show that some of the cogs 
and wheels of his machine think 
it is a crime, and they would lock 
me up, or banish me from St. 
Louis, if they had the power.”

WASHINGTON, March 4. 
HE predominant school of 
American military and naval 
experts is increasingly doubtful 
that Hitler’s spring offensive will 
take the form of a serious effort 
to invade the British Isles. The 
experts have long been inclined to 
believe the German strategy was 
merely to threaten or feint invasion, 
while attacking Britain's far-flung 
lifelines in force at every vulner- 
able point. Although well aware 
the situation is still highly specula- 
tive, they feel that recent events, 
especially in the Balkans, strongly 
tend to substantiate their theory. 
Their reason is fairly obvious. 
Hitler has at his disposal about 250 
divisions, or an organized and 
equipped army of 3,000,000 men. Of 
these, 70 are stationed on the Polish 
frontier, as a permanent threat to 
Russia. Eight are occupying Nor- 
way. Six are in Denmark. Between 
25 and 30 are needed in the Low 
Countries and on the coast of 
France. Two more are in the 
Pyrenees on the Spanish border, 
and at least eight and probably 10 
cre on the Brenner Pass. An un- 
known number of troops are in 
Italy, and there are probably sev- 
eral divisions of regulars still do- 
ing necessary police duty in Czecho- 
Slovakia and other danger spots 
within the Reich. 


Thus, at least 120 divisions, and 
probably 130 or 135, are already 
accounted for, leaving between 115 
and 130 for Hitler’s mobile striking 
force against Britain. But from 
this total of 115 to 130 divisions 
must also be subtracted the 50 di- 
visions Hitler has now engaged, 
with the serious task of further 
calls on his resources, in the Bal- 
kans. Thus the final total of Hit- 
.6r’s available striking force is only 
between 65 and 80 divisions. 

To the military experts, this does 
not seem sufficient to bring against 
a Britain where there are now at 
least 2,000,000 men under arms. 
Although less than half this total 
is composed of regular troops, or- 
ganized into divisions, even the 
home guards will be fighting on 
their hearth stones. The spirit of 
the British people preparing for in- 
vasion is summed up by an episode 
from the dark days last summer, 
informally reported by one of our 
observers. All weapons in the pos- 
session of the people had ‘just been 
called in by the Government. A 
British officer’s wife, a friend of 
the observer’s, was making ready to 
sacrifice her husband’s fine sport- 
ing gun. And the old nurse in the 
house sought to stop her with 
the grim argument, “If you send 
that, what shall we fight with our- 
selves?” 


Stumping the Experts. 
O one doubts Hitler has invest- 
ed substantial resources in the 


remaining sttiking force, believed 
to be concentrated on the Meuse, 
with troops borrowed from the Po- 
lish frontier or elsewhere. If he

They admit the possibili- 
ty of a new German pursuit, and 
the probability of the high altitude 
bomber, since German bombers are 
known to have flown above anti- 
aircraft range in recent raids. Yet, 
each German boast has its catch 
in it—high altitude bombing, for 
example, is only about 2 per cent 
accurate.

Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, 
who spent several years of her life 
inciting to the persecution of all 
pacifists as traitors, and who now 
has joined them, tried to hang me 
and Mrs. Roosevelt in effigy the 
other day, me for having “advo- 
cated” sending several million men 
abroad in this war; and Senator 
Clark says: “Recently Miss Thomp- 
son expressed her willingness to 
sacrifice a million American boys.” 
Now, Miss Thompson never ex- 
pressed anything of the kind. 
What Miss Thompson said in the 
Town Hall meeting in Washington 
some days ago was in answer to a 
repeated question from Congress- 
man Mundt. She said, “If I were 
convinced that it was necessary for 
the fredom and independence of 
the United States to send an army 
or a navy here or there, and to sac- 
rifice even a million lives, I would 
be willing to do so—to sacrifice my 
own and my son's.” 
The answer was made in an at-

Congressman Says Edison 

_ Institute Director Is Dic- 
tating Action Favorable 
to Monopoly. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP).— 
Representative Pierce (Dem.), Ore- 
gon, told the House yesterday that 
the managing director of the Hdi- 
son Electric Institute “might well 
be called and questioned as to the 
extent to which policies formulated 
ngress are being circumvent- 
ed under the guise of national de- 
fense,” 

This official, whom he did not 
name, is now “conveniently located 
in Washington,” Pierce said, “di- 
recting defense expenditures run- 
ning into the billions and dictating 
licies favorable to monopoly.” 
“The strangle-hold of the private 


jpower companies was gained dur- 


ing the last war,” he continued. 
“To avoid post-emergency scandals, 
extreme caution must be exercised. 
It would seem that we are inviting 
trouble by giving vast emergency 
powers to the czars of the private 
power industry, through the de- 
fense organization.” 


Pierce’s references to the Edison 
Institute, which he described as a 
trade association of electric utility 
companies, were contained in a 
speech he made on a recent Federal 
Power Commission report of an in- 
vestigation into alleged political ac- 
tivities of power companies in Ore- 
gon and Washington. 

Pierce named the concerns inves- 
tigaved by the Power Commission 
as “Northwestern Bond and Share 
propérties, the Northwestern, the 
Pacific Power and Light and the 
Washington Water Power Co., and 
two other companies, the Portland 
General Electric and the Puget 
Sound Power and Light.” 

“The record,” he said, “identified 
expenditures of $1,037,516 by these 
companies to pollute the democratic 
exercise of free elections by a peo- 
ple, and to influence the conduct 
of public officials.”

a vital part of his sinews for war. 
Much more could be. said but it 
would merely reinforce the under- 
lying fact that the Nazis run ter- 
rific risks and face almost certain 
defeat, unless they can knock out 
the British Isles before autumn. 
If Hitler loses his great gamble, 
the tempo of Nazi collapse—when 
it comes—is likely to astonish a 
great many people. 

-I am of the opinion that Hitler, 
needing a blitzkrieg victory some- 
where, will strike the Soviets event- 
ually, perhaps before another 12 
months are finis If he fails to 
conquer the British Isles he may 
very well try to frighten the Brit- 
ish into a peace settlement by tak- 
ing over the breadbasket of the 
Ukraine. Stalin might go or re- 
ceive a mortal blow or become an- 
other Nazi prisoner, like Mussolini. 
But the great Russian open spaces 
also lured Napoleon to his doom. 

We have been reading the testi- 
mony in Washington of various ex- 
perts, some of whom insisted that 
Britain didn’t have a chance to 
win the war. I don’t recall that 
the experts have paid much atten- 
tion to the British victories in 
Africa, or to the vast transporta- 
tion and supply problems in the 
Balkans, or to the fiercely anti- 
Nazi sentiment of the great ma- 
jority of the people who live along 
these lines of transportation. Most 
important of all—and important be- 
yond the power of words to por- 
tray—I don’t recall that those who 
have been diagnosing the war with- 
out any first hand observation on 
the battle fronts of Europe have 
paid any attention whatever to the 
human equation in the fighting and 
winning of wars. 


Performed Miracles. 


I have been with the Spaniards. 
I have been with the Finns, I 
have been with the Greeks and the 
British. It happens that I have 
been with four different peoples, 
all of whom have done on the field 
of battle precisely what all the 
watching world thought was im- 
possible. They were the underdogs. 
They were terribly handicapped by 
inferiority in weapons of all kinds. 
They should have been beaten 
right at the start, and yet they 
performed military miracles. The 
experts, the specialists on produc- 
tion capacities and performance of 
machines, had everything right 
from the mechanical angle—and 
yet they were stupendously, hu- 
miliatingly wrong. 

I have had the great good for- 
tune to have reported wars with 
those who have fought as their ad- 
versaries never knew how to fight. 
I have had the privilege of being 
with those men and women who 
have shown the greatest fighting 
hearts of our generation. I have 
learned that it is not machines 


forces at bay and win victories 
which stun the imagination of peo- 
ple all over the world. It is the 
men and women who fight with 
machines, even with fewer ma- 
chines or with inferior machines, 
who turn the tide of battles and 
of wars. Leave out the human 
heart and you have rejected the 
only element that has changed, 
again and again and again, the 
history of mankind and made it 
what it is. 

You ask me what about the war 
as I see it. 

As I see it the British people— 
and I said the people—can win and 
will win the war against Nazism. 
There is no doubt whatever about 
their being able to do it. They will 
do it—and Hitler and Nazism will 
be a nightmare of a memory with- 
in two or three years—if the Amer- 
ican ‘people give the British the 
“tools” they need.

ESTERDAY I explained that 
the one no trump bid used in 
the Culbertson system for many 
years, although technically excel- 


lent, lost a large part of its value — 


because opportunities for its use 
arose too rarely. An opening no 
trump has great value, quite aside 
from its offensive possibilities, In 
a sense, a no trump is a pre-emp- 
tive bid; that is, it forces the op- 
ponents to do their overcalling, if 
any, at the two level and thereby 
puts them under a decided strain, 
Consider this typical bidding: 
South West North East 
lnotrump 2hearts Double 


North has been able to double 
West’s two-heart overcall because 
he has an excellent picture of 
South’s hand, particularly as to 
distribution. Had South opened the 
bidding with one club or one dia- 
mond, East would have been able 
to overcall with one heart, and 
even an opening spade bid from 
South would not have given North 
enough information to make a hair- 
line double of two hearts. Thus, to 
make the opening no trump bid a 
more useful weapon, I have reduced 
the requirements for this bid. In 


the new Culbertson system these re- . 


quirements are: Three and one-half 
to four honor tricks, with either 
4-8-3-3 or 44-3-2 distribution, Con-

NE of the homemaker’s most 
()rerpiexing problems is finding 

something new and different for 
breakfast. Quite out of the familiar 
round of eggs and cereal and an 
occasional hot bread is today’s Ha- 
waliian toast.

EAD and gohe are_the glories 

of Lucas Place, but it lives in 

the memories of those whose 
homes were there in the long ago, 
those who knew the hospitality of 
those homes and the many more 
whose only share in it was to tread 
its pavements and catch glimpses 
through windows of the richness 
within. These memories have been 
stirred by the movement to pre- 
serve, ag a museum of life in the 
last century, the last of its man- 
sions, the home of. the Campbells, 
which held its place at the Fif- 
teenth street corner after all the 
other houses had gone, not un- 
scarred by the storms of change 
but valiant still. 

It does not matter that upon the 
ruing of the stately homes of Lucas 
Place have risen taller structures 
to serve the needs of a new gen- 
eration. In their towering strength 
they make more complete the lone- 
liness of the solitary survivor and 
by their very. endurance mock the 
mood of remembrance of the 
that were too fragile to endure. 

Laicag place, save for the one spot 
of substance that has survived, is 
only a phantom, but even as a phan- 
tom it is more real to those who 
knew it and loved it than all the 
reality that has taken its place. 

One from the old times who 
treads its pavements now sees dimly 
shining through its great tall build- 
ings, the homes that were there 
when life was more serene, Car- 
riages standing at the curb, lined 
with shade trees boxed to protect 
them from the gnawing of impa- 
tient horses, men and women and 
little children, in their quaint garb, 
coming and going, church spires 
pointing skyward and, at night, 
gas street lamps flickering, mellow 
light streaming from the windows 
of the Lucases and the Campbells 
and their neighbors. 

Progress has its place and it can- 
not be hindered in its stride, but 
when it has done its worst, which 
is called its best, its benefits derive 
from the social order that went be- 
fore, upon whose foundations its 
walls were builded. 

When men and women now old 
were young, Lucas place was the 
quality street of St. Louis, where 
lived most of the wealthier and 
more socially important families of 
its period. It was not walled, ex- 
cept by the restrictions that were 
placed in deeds and the exclusive- 
ness that was its distinction, more 
effective than any wall. For up- 
wards of half a century it main- 
tained its exclusiveness and its dis- 
tinction, making a place for itself 
in the society history of St. Louis 
from which it was not dislodged, in 
the minds of many, even when it 
was displaced by Lindell boulevard 
and Vandeventer place and was 
obliterated by utilitarian encroach- 
ments. 

! x * ® 
URIOUSLY, the advent of Lu- 
cas place was not honored with 
the signature of its sire or the 

date of ite birth. All that the piat- 
books of St. Louis County, now St. 
Louis, disclose is that a plat pre- 
sumed to belong to the year 1853 is 
marked Lucas place, approximate- 


‘ly a continuation of Locust street, 


extending from Thirteenth street 
to Sixteenth street. The part ly- 
ing between Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets was later cut out 
and became a part of Lucas Park, 
Another plat, also unsigned and 
not dated, recorded an extension 
to Bighteenth street. It derived its 
name from James H. Lucas, who 
set it apart out of his great landed 
possessions as & thoroughfare for 
exclusive homes, perhaps without 
forseeing how important it would 
become. 

Those who purchased lots facing 
the 72-foot street were bound by a 
clause in their deeds to not build 
closer than 25 feet to the street 
line and there were restrictions 
against use of the property for ob- 
jectionable or commercial purposes, 
which could only be abrogated by 
act of the owners of the greater 
part of the fronting property after 
the lapse of 30 years. 

Tne deeds, by their very phras- 
ing, provided for the rise and fall 
of Lucas place. There. would come 
a time, as the forevisioned knew, 
when Lucas place would be needed 
for business purposes. So the 30- 
year limitation was set. Some time 
after that Lucas place would stand 
in the way of the city’s business 
expansion and would have to yield 
the ground that it had held as Its 
own. Its death warrant was writ- 

n in its deeds. 

Ties place grew before the Civil 
War. Silave-owning families built 
their homes and lived there. The 
war gave it a setback, but in the 
10 years following the war it came 
into its own and took on the dis- 
tinction which was to last until in- 
evitable disintegration set in. 

The homes that were erected on 
Lucas place after the acreage had

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- Treatment in 
Colitis Cases

HE intestine is a muscular tube 

and it is subject to many nerv- 

ous impulses, These impulses 
affect. the muscular coat, throwing 
it into spasm. Thé condition is 
known as “spastic colitis,” or, com . 
monly, “colitis.” It is not consid- 
ered as a disease and the exact un- 
derlying cause is not easily found, 
but in One form or another it is the 
commonest condition the physician 
meets in his consultation room. It 
mocks many other conditions and 
is called appendicitis, gallstofés, 
cholecystitis, subacute appendicitis, 
ulcers of the stomach and even canh- 
cer. And because of the mafiy op- 
erations performed on these pé- 
tients, it has an importance out of 
all proportion to its actual danger. 

The causés have been divided into 
local and general. The prolonged 
use of cathartics is undoubtedly a 
factor. : 

It is very difficult to get these 
cathartic habit people to stop the 
habit. They are very réasonable 
about it and agree with you that 
it is a bad thing but when evening 
comes and that feeling of heaviness 
is there, nothing seems to bé able 
to keep them from going to the pill 
box. If you do, however, manage 
to get them off the habit, they are 
the happiest people in the world. 

Another ¢ause that has been sug 
gested is allergy. It is supposed 
the spasm is due to hyper-sensitiv- 
ity to a certain food and that eat- 
ing this food causes the spasm. It 
is often a very common food that is 
at fault. This is all the more pu 
zling because if you have cramps 
every time you have broccoli, you 
are likély to connect the two events, 
but you are likely to eat aome form 
of wheat or eggs every day 80 your 
discomfort is ¢continuows and thé 
connection is hard to form.

Rw, KINDS of vitamins 
ve béen used in colitis, as they 
have in hearly évery other ailment 
and extracts of the ductless glands 
algo, such as theelin of estrone, 
with somewhat more success. 

The Most important elements in 
treatment are thé re-education of 
the patient and it is, like all edu- 
cation, a very painful process. The 
patients with colitis are perfectly 
willing to submit to doing évery- 
thing that is bad for them. They 
are willing, indeed they insist on 
cathartics and enefnas. Dr, O, & 
Jones of St. Louis is very graphie 
on this point. He admits complete 
failure to re-educatée his patients 
in normal habits. They “insist on 
a complete evacuation every day if 
it takes castor oil to do it. ére 
castor oil and agar are not enough: 
some have been taking an enefia 
every day for years. Others have 
been taking a laxative every other 
day or every day for 40 years.” 

Diet is a logical form of treat- 
ment. If the colon can be irritated 
by irritating food, it seems logical 
to eliminate the food from the diet 
beans, cabbage, onions, garlic, 
Sauerkraut, lunch meat (very in- 
digestible), chili, pepper, excessive 
amounts of fat and sweets. 

By all odds the greatest service 
the physician can do the patient 
with colitis is to prévent a sur 
cal opéfation. Dr. Alvaréz of the 
Mayo Clini¢ has the final statistics 
on this point; all thesé pédple 
think they ought to have the ép- 
pendix out. Dr. Alvarez found that 
of 255 such patients only 1 per cent 
was relieved of symptoms.
